Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other connnnents: Elizabeth Quirk and XuFan Tseng the agents of record for 
applicants of case number 10/693,527 contacted the examiner Dr. James Rogers for an interview regarding a 
provisional amendment to the claims sent to the examiner via fax. The examiner inquired if the new proviso present 
within claims 26 and 33 had explicit support within the specification as originally filed. The agents specified the page 
and paragraph where support for the negative proviso could be found within the specification. The examiner also 
brought to the attention of the agents that the new amendment to the specification may have new matter, specifically at 
the second paragraph of page 13 which now recites about 3 to about 8 weight percent. The term about was not 
present previously before the recitation of the above numerical amounts. Elizabeth Quirk inquired if the claims are now 
in condition for allowance after the proposed amendments. The examiner commented that while the amendments do 
appear to free the claims of the prior art previously cited the examiner would have to do a new search necessitated by 
amendment to determine if the claims are allowable..
